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DETAILED ACTION 
Communication with the attorney 

Applicant's attorney and the examiner have had telephone and e-mail 
communications in regards to. how to amend the claims to avoid a restriction 
requirement. Applicant's proposed amendments do not link the structure and method 
enough to distinguish the method from being ordered from an e-commerce environment 
much different from applicant's intended food court. The examiner suggests possibly 
adding a method step with the customer inputting an order at the food court or at a 
station in the food court. Applicant's efforts to automatically receives order at a food 
court does not really matter because in an e-commerce environment, it is not important 
where on the world wide network the information is processed. For the purposes of 
customer service and because applicant has made bona fide efforts to resolve this 
issue, the restriction has been repeated to give the applicant another try. 

Election/Restrictions

I. Claims 1-39, drawn to the method of operating a food court.

806.05(e)). In this case the method could be accomplished in an e-commerce 
environment as opposed to apparatus requiring parts of the apparatus being in each 
restaurant. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject 
matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

A telephone call was made to J. David Nelson on 7/5/05 to request an oral 
election to the above restriction requirement, but did not result in an election being 
made.
